Arrears of Income Tax. 


The Cork Chamber of ‘Commerce and 
Shipping has condemned the Free State 
Government’s plan for the collection 
of income tax arrears. The Council con- 
siders, says the resolution, that such an 
enactment would impose a most unfair 
obligation on employers, and would lead 
them into endless trouble and friction 
with their staffs. 
posal was passed in Dail Eireann by 
55 votes to 15. In broad outline, the 
idéa is that the Government shall have

power to compel al] employers to pay any | 
arrears of income tax which members of 
their staffs may have allowed to accumn- 
The Commis- 
sioners of Kevenue will compute the 
sum which ig owed by any particular 
individual and will instruct his em- | 
ployer to deduct that sum from the 
man's salary or wages in fixed instal- 
ments. As arrears are deducted in this' 
way they will be handed over immediately 
to the Accountant-General of Revenue. 
Any employer who may refuse or neglect 
to comply with this order will run the 
risk of being assessed for the arrears of 
his staff, just as if he himself had in- 
curred them. Proceedings will be taken 
by the Government for the recovery of the | 
money, and the Revenue Commissivners 
will have full power to distrain him by 
his goods and chattels. It seems that the 
resolution will come into effect almost 
immediately. 

The resolution has been criticised in 
three ways. In the first place, the |

paralysis of the British taxing system in 
Ireland was part and parcel of Sinn Fein’'s 
considered policy.

The 
relations between Capital and Labour 
are delicate enough in all conscience, and 
the appearance of employers in the com- 
pulsory réle of tax-gatherers will not tend 
to improve them. Many men resent the 
deduction even of the money for health 
insurance from their weekly wages. By a 
curious lack of logic they are inclined to 
blame their employers for this trifling im- 
post, and we may be quite sure that they 
will not resign themselves to the prospect 
of paying their accumulated income tax 
in this manner without a struggle. The 
brunt will fall on the unfortunate em- 
ployers, who seem to be between the devil 
and the deep sea. 

The third criticism is expressed in a 
letter which we print to-day. Many 
people in the Free State have paid no 
income tax for a number of years, and 
have been assessed at the mazimum rate 
and for the mazimum amounts. Accord- 
ing to law, they have no opportunity 
of obtaining rebates or reductions after 
a period of three years, whereas the 
Government has the power to collect 
arrears which may be owing for a decade. 
Many unfortunate individuals, therefore, 
are faced with demands which they really 
do not owe at all. Obviously, in this case 
legislation is essential From the point of 
view of employers, of course, the larger 
question—whether or not the Government 
has a moral right to collect taxes which 
it ordered its supporters to withhold from 
the Britash Government—does not arise. 
They are concerned solely with the pro- 
cedure which the Government is seeking 
now to impose on them. The Cork Chamber 
of Commerce has called upon all employers 
throughout the Free State to take con- 
certed action against the proposed collec- 
tion, and we hope that the Dublin 
Chamber will follow its example.

Yesterday the Archbishop of Canterbury 
preached at St. Mary’s, Aldermanbury, 
where, three hundred years ago, two actors 
named John Heminge and Henry Condell 
were churchwardens. The playwrights and 
actors of Elizabeth’s time seldom were 
churchwardens ; but their respectability is 
not Heminge’s and Condell’s chief claim 
to our regard. They were Shakespeare's 
friends and fellow-actors, and in 1623 they 
edited one.of the most famous books in 
the world—the First Folio of his collected 
works. Its tercentenary and Shakespeare's 
birthday will be celebrated together this 
week in London and at Stratford-on-Avon. 
Everybody knows that the First Folio is a 
rare and precious volume. Less than a 
thousand copies were printed and, so far 
as is known, not more than two hundred 
survive to-day. A perfect copy—and only 
some twenty of the extant copies are 
perfect—is worth anything from six to ten 
thousand pounds. The imperfect copy in 
the Library of Trinity College, Dublin, was 
purchased in 1805 for twenty-two and a 
half guineas. The real importance of the 
First Folio, however, may not be known 
to everybody. “Without it,” says Sir 
Israel Gollancz, “it seems most probable 
that some of the greatest achievements of 
the human mind would have been lost to 
the world. and much that would have been 
otherwise pfeserved of Shakespeare's 
writings would have come down to us 
maimed and marred." Shakespeare wrote 
for his company ; the plays belonged to it; 
and Heminve and Condell saved for 
posterity actors’ copies that, without their 
intervention, might have passed into 
oblivion. They rescued from that urgent 
peril nine of the fourteen comedies, five 
of the ten histories and six of the twelve 
tragedies. If they had not decided, with 
the help of William Jaggard, printer and 
publisher, “to keep the memory of so 
worthy a friend and fellow alive as was 
our Shakespeare, the world might have 
lost “ The Tempest,’’ “As You Like It,” 
“Julius Cesar,” “ Macbeth” and “ Antony 
and Cleopatra."’ Did any other pair of 
churchwardens, before or since, ever do a 
like service to literature? Heminge and 
Condell deserved the twenty-six shillings 
and eightpence which Shakespeare be 
queathed to each of them on his death- 
hed for the purchase of memorial rings. 
Théy deserve all the honour that will be 
paid to them during the present week ;

Whiskey-Smugglers. 


The whiskey-smuggler’s traffic threatens 
to create a certain amount of friction 
between the British and American peoples. 
The American, however he may dislike 
prohibition, is highly sensitive to any sug- 
gestion that the Briton is infringing on 
his rights or setting his Government, its 
symbols of authority and its representa- 
tives, at naught. The Briton, on the other 
hand, is intensely jealous of his rights, 
particularly of his ancient maritime 
privileges, one of which allows him to 
sell anything outside the three-mile limit 
established by long international usage. 
So we find a whole fleet of whiskey- 
smugglers—mostly hailing, it is said, from 
Glasgow-——at anchor at a regular rendezvous 
about fifteen miles from Sandy Hook, ready 
and willing to sell whiskey at a reasonable 
profit to al] who choose to come and buy. 
Some time ago the American Government 
approached the British Government with 
the object of securing joint action to stop 
the whiskey-smuggling; but the British 
Government, though expressing its willing- 
ness to discuss the matter, was nnable to 
make an assuring reply.. It is clear that 
the House of Coramons would give no very 
favourable reception to a proposal to 
curtail the freedom of British traders 
on the high seas. President Harding 
and his Cabinet are said to be determined 
to find some means of getting rid of the 
“whiskey fleet” ; but it is difficult to see 
what they can do unless they make it a 
matter of international complaint. It is 
the irony of fate, perhaps, that the one 
body which is competent to deal with such 
a problem—the League of Nations—still 
lacks America’s official support.

They failed to 
make returns of their ee ry but, as their 
employers furnished complete returns of the 
amounts paid in wages to their employes, the 
inspectors were not greatly perturbed at thi 
form of boycott The demand 
sent out by the collectors were iguored 
their pipes with them. However, when the 
defaulters were prosecuted, and exemplary 
sentences imposed, they soon realised that the

Middle-class people have always been 
prompt in meeting their income tax obliga 
tions.

Foolish Taxpayers.

Recently a few cases of 
suicide have occurred where income tax 
worries were stated to be responsible for the 
dreadful act. Not lo ug aco an old 


| age pensioner drowned himself because he was 


worried over the income tax papers. It ap 
pears that he angmented his pension by seil- 
ing coal on’ commission. This agency work 
brought him in a few shillings per week.

clined to retain the figure of 132 milliard gold 
marks (£6,600,000,000), provided for in the 
schedule of payments, unless the fullest com- 
pensation in the shape of the extinction of 
France’s debt is accorded. 

So far as France is concerned, the greatest 
dificnity. in the way of a reduction is believed 
to arise from American sentiment. If the 
“©” Bonds, which amount to 82 milliards 
{£4 100,000,000) cannot be obliterated in the 
settlement of Allied debts, France may, there- 
fore, stick to ber old claims. This possibility 
is intended to induce both Great Britain and 
America to come to some arrangement. 

Were an arrangement within sight, France 
would require Germany to raise 40 to 
milliards on account of the claims of her- 


sclfé and her Allies quickly—that is 
to say, after a ‘period of five to 
ten years. It is clear that, if the German 


debt remains at 152 milliards, Germany will 
be unable to borrow, because no leader would 
consider the investment sound. This would 
mean in effect that France would never leave 
the Ruhr. 

My informant realised that this was not a 
@ solution, but rather the giving up of the

TAILLESS AEROPLANE. 


SPEED OF 280 MILES AN HOUR.

A speed of 280 miles an hour is claimed for 
a new tailless aeroplane invented by a French- 
man, M. Rene Arnoux. Based on the etructure 
of birds, such as sparrowhawks, which are 
remarkable gliders, despite having practically 
no-tail, the machine is expected to be W per 
cent. less expensive in use owing to the lack 
of tail weight.

MR. BONAR LAW’S HEALTH. 


It is to be ho that Lord Curson s speech 
to the Junior imperial League on Saturday 
will put. an end to the interested rumours of 
the Prime Minister’s imminent retirement, -re- 
marks TAe Times editorially. There was 
never any substance in them, but they were 
not altogether an unnatural consequence of 
Mr. ‘Bonar Law’s original statement of the 
| conditions of health under which he took 
office, and of his recent loss of voice. Tt was 
equalfy natural in the circumstances that there 
shovid be talk among the wire-pullers and the 
busybodies of the future of the Conservative 
Party and of its leadership—especially at a 
time when three or four prominent Conserva- 
tive ex-Ministers are out of office and ap- 
parentiy still doubtful of their place in 
politics. But talk of that kind is not “ in- 
trigue,” and to.speak of a “crisis” is to give 
an altogether fictitious excitement to a situa- 
tion which is essentially commorplace. 

The simple truth is that no one at this 
moment wants a political upheaval, and that 
there is less prospect of it than ever since the 
Budget, which has done a great deal to im- 
prove the position of the Government in the 
country. It is very far, as we all know, from 
being an ideal Government. Its shortcomings 
are quite as familiar to its supporters as to its 
opponents, who are a good deal. less rigidly 
divided from one another in the mass than the 
ardent partisans suppose. It has not been 
strengthened by some of its recent appoint- 
ments, and ita management of the Honse of 
Commons has had some obvious lapses. Never- 
theless, it does represent, broadly speaking, 
the public opinion which created it. It is 
facing the problems of the hour with honest 
intention and common-sense. It has already 
done much to maintain the British name 
abroad for steadiness and sound finance.

EFFECT OF LORD CURZON’S 
SPEECH IN BERLIN. 

The Times Berlin Correspondent ín a 
message vesterday telegraphed — The speech 
of Lord Curzon has changed the whole out- 
look of reparations, at least for the moment 
The proposal that Germany should now make 
a fresh offer is generally regarded as signalising 
Great Britain’s emergence from detachment and 
neutrality. in the conflict with France.

TOBACCO FIRE, 


PROBLEM OF SALVAGE, 


In. its city notes The Times states :-—Pre- 
cise estimates of the cost of the great fire in 
the bonded warehouse at the Victoria Dock 
op April 14th have been difficult to secure 
owing to the large number of merchants 
whose supplies have, it is believed, been 
affected. One estimate made in well-informed 
quarters puts the insured value of the tobacco 
in the warehouse in which the fire occurred 
at about £1.000,000, and of the building at 
rather more than £50,000. 

The question of salvage promises to be an 
interesting one. It is complicated by the fact 
that, the fire having occurred in a bonded 
warehouse, salved tobacco could only be, re- 
moved on payment of the duty. <A further 
consideration is that the duty is calculated on 
weight, and no provision is made for reduced 
duty on consignments, part of which may be 
damaged. In any case the fire seems likely 
substantially to affect the results this year of 
underwriting in the United Kingdom by the 
insurance companies. The loss will be widely 
spread among numerous offices,

"he irregulars, he thought, had been treated 
with the utmost elemency. and the fact that 
the Government was standing on a sheer mini- 
mum showed that the Government had not 
gone into this thing in a vindictive spirit.

FAILURE BLAMED ON 
LANDLORDS. 


Addressing a meeting of the Co. Cavan Un- 
urchased Tenants’ Association in the Town 
Hall, Cavan, Mr. D. J. Gorey, T.D., said that 
the breakdown of the land conference in Dub- 
lin was due to the failure of the landlords’ 
representatives to realise the position at the 
moment or to visualise the position as it was 
going to be in the future. Their attitude was 
based on the assumption that life was the 
same in Ireland to-day as in 1913 or 1914; 
that the agricultural position was the same. 
The landlords failed utterly to realise that 
the position had altered. Their terms might 
have been reasonable up to two years ago, 
but great political changes had taken place 
gince then. 

Within the last three years, said Mr. Gorey, 
profit-making from the bud had disappeared, 
and the immediate prosnects were probably 
the gloomiest since 1879, There was a load 
of taxation and rates to be borne which the 
land could not pay, and in every case where 
labour had to be employed now the land was 
worked at a loss. If there was no profit 
out of the land, how could the unpurchased 
tenants pay the price asked by the landlords? 

Unpurchased tenants wanted no more than 
to be put on a level with those who bought 
out under previous acts, but the landlords’ 
representatives were not prepared to give 4 
reduction of even 5s. in the £. If the Govern- 
ment’s measure were not acceptable, the 
Farmers’ Party would block it in the Dail. 

Mr. P. F. Baxter one of the tenants’ repre- 
sentatives at the Conference, said the land- 
lords’ offer was something like 4s. 6d. in the 
£, and they demanded that every penny of 
arrears be wiped off. . 

Mr. M. F. O'Hanlon. General Secretary, 
Irish Farmers’ Union, Dublin, advised the 
tenants to keep a united front. He said he 
did not believe there would be any seizures 
pending the introduction of the Government 
bill.

MEMORANDUM BY MR, 
COSGRAVE. 


EXPLANATION OF RELIEF 
METHODS. 


|. a => 


The Minister of Finance of the Irish 
State (Mr. W. T. Cosgrave), has pre- 
pared a memorandum regarding the 
double taxation. It explains that the 
ariangement between the Government of the 
Irish Free State and the British Government, 
to which the Double Taxation (Relief) Order 
(No. 1), 1923, applies, covers income tax (in- 
cluding super-tax), estate duty and stamp 
duties, and operates in the case of income 
tax from the 6th April, 1925, and in the case 
of estate duty and stamp duties from the Ist 
April, 1923. An arrangement regarding cor- 
poration profits tax is under consideration of 
the two Governments. 

It will be noted by those who are non-tax- 
payers, and by those whose rate of liability 
for income tax is less than the full standard 
rate, that the arrangements for relief from 
double taxation do not prejudice the ordinary 
allowance enjoyed by taxpayers by reference 
to the amount of total income, 

INCOME TAX AND SUPER TAX. 

The memorandum explains that a person 
resident in the Free State is liable to Free 
State income tax on his income from all 
sources, including income from Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland. .; Income arising in 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland is liable 
to British income tax, irrespective of the place 
of residence of the recipient, and, accordingly, 
income drawn by Free State residents from 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland will be 
sabject to double taxation. 

The irfcome tax code of the United King- 
dom provided ior relief from double income 
tax as between the United Kingdom and the 
Dominions in respect of income tax in the 
United Kingdom and also taxed in the 
Dominion. The relative provisions are Sec- 
tion 27 of the Finance Act, 1920, and Section 
48 of the Finance Act, 1921, under which pro- 
visions the United Kingdom gave relief from 
United Kingdom income tax at the Dominion 
rate of tax, or one-half of the United Kingdom 
rate of tax, whichever was the lower. For the 
purposes of the relief the United Kingdom 
rate of tax was broadly the rate at which 
tax is charged after all allowances have been 
made, but the Dominion rate is defined as the 
effective rate—that is, the rate arrived at by 
dividing the total tax paid by the total amount 
of income (irrespective of allowances) brought 
into charge 

The effective rate is generally less than the 
rate at which tax is charged after making 
allowances, and the adoption of the effective 
rate, therefore, results in certain cases in less 
relief being given from British Income Tax 
than if the relief were measured by reference 
to the ordinary rate of charge. 

It may be observed that the relief arrange- 
ments of the Finance Act, 1920, were deter- 
mined in consultation with the Dominions, 
and, while the Finance- Act, 1920, does not re- 
quire as a condition of relief the grant of 
reciprocal relief by the Dominion, it was 
understood that steps would be taken by the 
Dominions to give a reciprocal relief. Aus- 
tralia has already done so. 

The .arrangement between the Free State 
and Great Britain and Northern [Ireland 
differs from the general Dominion arrange- 
ment to the extent that the Free State rate of 
tax for the purposes of relief from British tax 
is to be ascertained in the same manner as the 
British rate. 

The effect of the arrangement is that the 
total relief due from both Governments covers 
the lower of the two rates of tax, British and 
Free State, and the taxpayer is thus left 
liable for tax at the higher rate. If the rate 
of tax is the same in both countries, the tax- 
payer pays no more tax than the tax due at 
the common rate. It will be noted that the 
arrangement is reciprocal in character, and 
both Governments undertake to give the same 
measure of relief. : 

All income arising to Free State residents 
from Great Britain and Northern Ireland in 
respect of business or professional profits, 
remuneration, rents, interest and interest or 
dividends on stocks and shares will be liable 
to double taxation, and will get the benefit of 
the relief arrangement. The arrangements 
for relief from double taxation do not pre- 
judice the ordinary allowances enjoyed by 
taxpayers by reference to the amount of total 


income, 
ESTATE DUTY. 

Under the existing law, Estate Duty is pay- 
able in the Irish Free State on personal pro- 
perty—(l) in connection with the death of a 
person domiciled in the Irish Free State in 
respect of all personal property wheresoever 
situate, of which he was the absolute owner; 
(2) in respect of any personal property where- 
soever situate passing on the death of any 
person under the trusis of a settlement if 
suth settled property is vested in trustees 
resident in the Irish Free State; and (3) in 
respect of all personal property situate 
in the Free State passing upon the 
death of any person wherever domiciled. The 
same law obtains in Great Britain and Nor- 
thern Ireland, and a double charge to Estate 
Duty thus arises—e.g., where a person dies 
domiciled in one country holding personal pro- 
perty situate in the other country. 

effect of the arrangement for relief 
from double Estate Duty is that the country 
in which the property is situate collects Estate 
Duty on that property, and the amount of 
duty so paid is allowed as a deduc- 
tion against the Estate Duty charge- 
able in the country in which the 
deceased was domiciled or the trustees are 
resident. The arrangement is a reciprocal 
one, and extends to Northern Ireland. 

These proposals are modelled upon arranze- 
ments provided for in the Finance Act, 1894, 
for relief from Double Estate Duty as between 
the United Kingdom and the Dominions, ard 
a similar arrangement exists as between Creat 
Britain and Northern Ireland. 

STAMP DUTIES. 

An instrument is liable to Free State Stamp 
Duty (1) if it is executed in the Free State, 
or (2) if it relates to any matter or thing to 
be done in the Free State. The same 
criterion of liability applies in Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland, and liability to double 
duty thus arises where an instrument “s 
executed in, or relates to, any matter or thing 
to be done in two countries, Or is executed in 
one country and relates to any matter or 
thing to be done in the other country. 

The British code of Stamp Duty Law con 
tains no provision for relief from double Stanip 
Duty in respect of an instrument hanle to 
Stamp Duty in a Dominion and Great Dr'tain. 
The only provision for relief from double 
Stamp Duty is that existing between treat 
Britain and Northern Ireland as enacted in 
Section 29 of the Government of Ireland Act, 
1920. 

The arrangement for relief from double 
Stamp Duty contained in the Order is similar 
to that existing between Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, and it will be observed that 
the arrangement extends to Northern Ireland. 
The effect of the arrangement is that, so long 
as the rates of duty remain the same, an 
irstrument chargeable to duty in both coun- 
tries and properly stamped in one of them 
will not require to be stamped in the other; 
if the rates of duty are different, the country 
with the higher rate will charge the difference 
on any instrument already stamped in the 
country with the lower rate. oe 

The provision regarding composition of duty 
is necessary, because certain Stamp Duties on 
transfers of stocks may be compounded for, 
whereupon the individual transfers are not 
chargeable to duty in the country of \com- 
position.

MR. THOMAS GALLAHE

ROMANCE OF INDUSTRY. 


In a few days Mr. Thomas Gallaher, J.P., 
head of the weil-known firm of Gajlaher, 
Ltd., tobacco manufacturers, Belfast. will 
celebrate his 83rd birthday, and to-day is his 
golden wedding. ‘These occasions afford on 
opportunity of contemplating his business 
achievements, which form one of the romances 
of Irish industry. The huge tobacco manu 
facturing establishments in Belfast ane 
London, and the ramifications of the firm 
throughout the world, are remarkable tributes 
to his business ability, and he has been aptiy 
described as “the Tobacco Wing. The busi 
ness which he founded is now the largest in 
dividual tobacco manufacturing concern in 
the world. 

Notwithstanding his 85 vears, Mr. Gallahe: 
is constantly in attendance at the hea 
quarters of the firm, and is keenly interested 
in all the principal details of its world-¥v ide 
activities. Born at Templemoyle. in the 
County of Londonde rv, on the 27th Aprd, 
1 Mr. Gallaher may truly be described as 
a self-made man. He began his business 


career at the age of fourteen and a half years, 
and early displayed those qualities of initia 
tive, industry, and independence which were 
destined to place him in the front rank of 
industrial Jeaders. He began the manufacture 
of tobacco in Londonderry, and soon built up 
a good business in the North-West district. 
After ten years Mr. Gallaher arranged to ex- 
tend his field of labour, and transferred his 
factory to Belfast. The business grew rapidly. 
He never hesitated to tackle “ big business ’’ 
when he saw the possibility by hard work 
and initiative of turning it to profitable a 
count. . This was illustrated 
he took to meet the demand for cigarettes 

The factory which he established in York 
street soon became too small for the ever 
growing business, aud Mr. Gallaher secured 
a large plot of ground some distance further 
along York street, which is the site of the 
present huge factory. At first only one wing 
of this factory was built, but knowing the 
possibilities of the business Mr. Gallaher took 
the precaution of securing adequate ground 
for its expansion. The firm was formed into a 
limited liability company in 1896, with a 
capital of £1,000 ,000 branches have been 
opened in all the principal centres in Great 
Britain and Ireland, and Mr. Gallaher, who 
is as well-known in America as he is in Ivre- 
Jand, has also plantations and factories in 
Kentucky and Virginia and all the tobacco- 
growing centres of the world, 

In his younger davs Mr. Gallaher was a 
great traveller, and made business tours to 
many centres. Until recently he visited 
America two or three times every year. He 
is particularly proud of the fact that in 
March, 1900. he had to pay the Customs 
authorities a cheque for £142,227 to cover the 
duty on Imports, and the contribution of the 
firm to the revenue every week is between 
£60,000 and £70,000 

It was in a large measure due to Mr. 
Gallaher that Belfast became a first class | 
shipping port for Customs purposes, for he 
erected bonded stores which permitted the 
direct importation of tobacco leaf to Belfast 
In these stores there is an average supply of 
over 20,000 hogsheads of tobacco. 

Mr. Gallaher was a former Chairman of the 
Belfast Steamship Company, whose steamers 
sail daily between Liverpool and Belfast. He 
has taken little direct interest in publ 
affairs, but his advice has been frequent)y 
sought, and ungrudgingly given, upon many 
matters affecting the prosperity of Belfast 
He was a member of the late Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain's Tariff Reform Committee, and 
was Vice-President of the Tariff Reform 
League, but he resolutely declined all invita- 
tions. to enter the Municipal Council and 
Parliament. The name ‘Tobacco King 

was given to him following his independent 
stand against the Tobacco Manufacturing 
** Gombine.’’ 

In the course of an interview with Mr.

Gallaher a few days ago, writes our Belfast 
Correspondent, I found him in a reminiscent 
mood. “There is only one rule.” he de- 
clared, *‘ which any young man can follow, if 


he desires success, when setting out in busi- 
ness for himself, and that is * hard work.’ 
“When I started.” he added. “I had to 
work from seven in the morning till twelve 
at night, and I can honestly ‘say that 1 worked 
harder myself than | ever asked anyone to 
work for me. ” 

While he believes in the gospel of work for 
himself, he was the first in his business to 
reduce the workers’ hours from 54 to 47 a 
week, and he has always been on the best of 
terms with his workers. Industrial disputes 
are unknown in his factories, and there have 
been very few disputes among the workers 
themselves. Mr. Gallaher made a strict rule 
that no political or religious discussions would 
be permitted in the works, and he never has 
allowed either of these questions to influence 
the employment of workers in the factories. 
Mr. Gallaher is a believer in the simple 
life, with plenty of outdoor exercise, Not- 
withstanding his recent illness, he is re- 
markably vigorous in mind and body.
